This press is now 
called the Karl Marx Press and has ac.uired a quantity 
of the best mohinery from other Thuringian preases 
and bookbinding establishments. 


Kirstein & Wendler of Leipzig has been dismantled. 
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Ginther of Leipzig has been dismantled. 


The Pikentacher Bookbinding Company of Leipzig 
has been dismantled. 


Vobach & €o., Leipzig, is schedud&d for dismantlement. 


£. Kehler & Volkmar in Lelpzig is packing 300,000 
volumes a day for shipment to Russia. An estimated 
60,000,000 books and pamphlets have been shipped 
since August 1946. Fifteen hundred men are 
employed to pack and crate printing equipment and 
booka at this firm.

Books Printed for Russian Consumption: The Karl Marx Press at 


PUssneck will print 1,000,000 English language textbooks for Russians, 


plus 1,500,000 hussian-fnglish dictionaries. 


In Halle the “Wilhelm Knap publishing house has received an order for 
150,000 textbooks in Chinese. The firm expects to be dismantled after 
the order has been completed. 


Plates for books published at Kthler & Volkmar, Leipzig, arrived from 
Noscow. They are usually for Ikranian school texts and sangbooks. 


Among specific works published are a "History of Communism" and the 


"Biography of Lenin". 
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
